On Monday, Judge Daniel Hurlbutt con- 
tinued his stay on all matters in die Snake 
River Basin Adjudication. Hurlbutt. who 
presides over the legal fpttleincnt of virtu-;

The stay can be lilted in emergency cases; 
thm require immediate attention, 

Hurlbutt announced Mondsiy that he will 
appoint a steering committee to devise a 
“blueprint" for how the new laws should he- 
put into practice.’ The committee should be 
named by the end of the week ami I lurlhutt 
expects to see results in four to six weeks. 

Hurlbutt is trying to settle roughly 
150,000 water claims in the Snake River 
basin in Idaho; some 15,000 cases are al- 
ready pending before his court. The .adjudi- 
cation is essentially a huge lawsuit, and the 
state - in the form of the Idaho Department 
of Water Resources has been a central 
player.

Movie house popcorn nets bad reviews from group

WASHINGTON — Looking for a good

Take a closer peck at the popcorn. 

Film buffs’ favorite snnek is a high-fat 
horror story, a consumer group warned 
Monday. 

The problem is not popcorn itself, which 
can be n healthy treat, but the fatty coconut 
oil that 70 percent of theaters pop their com 


in, said the Center for Science in the. public.. 
Interest, -a nonprofit consumer group. 

Saturated fill in coconut oil turns popcorn 
from "the Snow White of snack foods ... 
into Godzilla," said Michael Jacobson, 
president ofCS PI. 

Theater owners argue that most people 
go to the movies only five or six times a 
year, so. where's the harm? "It’s one of 
life's little pleasures," said William Kar- 
tozian, president of the National Associa- 


tion of Theatre Owners. 

The consumer group believes moviego- 
ers should know what they arc noshing. 

A typical small bag of theater popcorn, 
for example, contains almost an entire 
day’s recommended allowance of saturated 
fat. the kind that causes heart disease, the 
center said. 

And that's without the butter- flavored 
topping. 

A medium-sized bucket with "buttcr" has 


56 grams of saturated fat and "trans” fat. 
both blamed for clogging arteries, the 
group says. 

That’s more artery-clogging fat than you 
get from a whole day of opting high-fat 
foods: a bncon-und-eggs breakfast, a Big 
Mac and large order of fries, and a steak 
dinner with sour cream, combined. 

"As far as fat and heart disease are con- 
cerned, movie-theater popcorn' is one of the 
worst foods you can buy," Jacobson said,

Perhaps the most controversial of 
the Legislature’s new laws is one 
that seeks to dismiss Water Re- 
sources and its director. Keitli Hig- 
ginson, as a party to the legal settle- 
ment of water rights. 

Higginson and his staff are to be 
considered independent experts, 
lawmakers ordered. Further, neither 
Higginson nor the department can 
be ordered to pay a water claimant 
attorney’s costs if Water Resources 
loses a court case. 

Though immunized. Higginson is 
strictly limited in what he can - and 
cannot - do as Idaho’s top water 
manager. 

"Until the role of the director is fi- 
nally sorted out. the director is pro- 
hibited from having aiiy communi- 
cation with any participants in the 
Snake River adjudication," Hurlbutt 
said Monday. 

Unauthorized communication or 
negotiation with Water Resources is 
absolutely prohibited, the judge told 
a courtroom packed with lawyers. 
Tile ban includes all water claimants 
and the steering committee, which 
w.ilLnotJiav.ejeptesentation-from— 
Water Resources. 

The only exception, Hurlbutt 


added, "is the very mechanical pro- 
cess” of submitting and amending 
water claims. Public records kept by 
Water Resources are still available 
for review, (he judge said. 

For the time being. Hurlbutt is op- 
erating on the assumption that the 
law exempting Higginson and Water 
Resources is in effect. 

But challenges to Higginson’s im- 
munization could be on the horizon. 

Twin Falls lawyer Pat Brown, of 
the firm Hepworth, Lezumiz & 
Hohnhorst, told Hurlbutt that he and 
his clients have serious concerns 
about Higginson’s change in status. 

“We have legislation that purports 
to exempt the director and the de- 
partment." Brown said, but he "ques- 
tioned the Legislature’s authority to 
order changes injudicial affairs. 

“We think there are some prob- 
lems with justice when some parties 
have to proceed and others do not," 
Brown said. He also questioned the 
fairness of exempting Wajer Re- 
sources from paying court costs. 

Brown also raised concerns about 
the state attorney general's office, 
which may have a future advantage 
in -court- because- it has-long- enjoyed - 
confidential communications with 
Water Resources. 


Brown's linn has been a burr un- 
der Water Resources' saddle ever 
since it won a major case for the 
holders of a 102-year-old water right 
in the Hagennan Valley. The hold- 
ers of the right weren't getting their 
full water allotment, so they sued 
Higginson and Water Resources, 

The decision against Water Re- 
sources was upheld by the Idaho 
Supreme Court, and Water Re- 
sources was ordered to pay court 
costs out of its own budget. 

After Monday’s court session, Ru- 
pert lawyer Roger Ling said he be- 
lieves the Legislature’s new laws 
will survive legal challenge. • 

“Everything I’ve seen will pass 
constitutional muster," Ling said. 
“People are looking for bugaboos 
behind. rocks, but I don’t believe 
there are any." 

The full effect of the Legislature’s 
new laws on Idaho’s water court is 
still murky, several attorneys said. 
So far, attention has been focused on 
the biggest and most obvious 
changes - but they warn it could 
take a while before the subtler 
changes are .felt. 

— “Thc'Lcgislature has to have some 
slack in this learning process," said 
Boise lawyer William Ringeft.

Ruling deals radio listeners setback 

Courts can’t revive complaints dropped by FCC 


WASHINGTON (AP) — People 
who think federal regulators aren’t 
tough enough on indecent radio 
broadcasts suffered a Supreme 
Court setback Monday. 

The justices let stand a ruling that 
bars radio listeners upset over 
allegedly indecent broadcasts from 
asking federal courts to revive com- 
plaints dismissed by the Federal 
Communications Commission. 

The justices, without comment, 
refused to review a ruling that said 
radio listeners generally don’t have 
the proper legal standing to pursue 
such complaints beyond the FCC. 

In other mutters, the court:-- 

• Agreed to use a Louisiana 
death row inmate's appeal to clarify 
when prosecutors’ failure to dis- 
close evidence favorable to a defen- 
dant requires throwing out a convic- 
tion or sentence. 

• Turned down, over two dissent- 
ing votes, the appeal of a Kentucky 
man who says welfare workers and 
his wife denied him visitation rights 
to his young daughter by falsely 
accusing him of child sex abuse. 

The radio ease began when Peter 
Branton filed a complaint with the 
commission. He had listened to a 


National Public Radio news pro- 
gram on radio station WSMC-FM 
in Chattanooga, Tenn., the evening 
of Feb. 28, 1989. 

The program contained a report 
on reputed New York mobster John 
Gotti, and included a tape-recorded 
telephone conversation between 
' Gotti and an associate that was used 
;is trial evidence. 

In llic 1 10-word portion of the 
tape aired, Gotti used what a federal 
appeals court called ‘'variations of 
the f-word 10 limes ... to modify 
virtually every noun and in one 
instance even a verb." 

— Branton. a Chattanooga area resir 
dent, was offended by the language. 
He filed a complaint with the com- 
mission’s Mass Media Bureau, 
requesting commission sanctions 
against NPR. 

The commission refused, ruling 
that the report Branton found objec- 
tionable was part of a "bona fide" 
news story. 

Branton then sought help from 
the U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals 
for the District of Columbia. 

A three-judge panel of that court 
dismissed Branton ’s appeal, ruling 
last June that he lacked the legal 


standing to file it. 

"If (he) suffers any continuing 
injury, we suppose it is in the nature 
of the increased probability that, 
should the NPR broadcast go 
unsanctioncd, lie will be exposed in 
the future to similar indecencies 
over the airwaves,” the appeals 
court said. "This marginal increase 
in the possibility of lulurc harm 
docs not meet the ‘immediacy’ 
requirement for ... standing.” 

Dranton’s appeal said other 
appeals courts have allowed such 
appeals.

FORT MYER, Va. (AP) — With 
weeping families and friends filling a 
tiny military chapel. President Clinton 
Monday paid homage to soldiers 
killed when U.S. warplanes mistaken- 
ly fired on two helicopters over Iraq. 

"No one's words can wipe away the 
grief, the pain, the questions," said 
Clinton. 

The shoot-down claimed 26 lives, 
including 15 Americans, three Turkish 
officers, two British officers, one 
French officer and five Kurds. 

Two Air Force F-15 fighter planes 
shot down the helicopters after mistak- 
ing them for Iraqi Hind helicopters. 
Die jets were enforcing a no-fly zone 
established in northern Iraq after the 
Persian Gulf War to protect the Kurds. 
The helicopters were carrying a 
United Nations relief mission. 

The American victims included a 
State Department foreign service offi- 
cer, an Air Force lieutenant, and 13 
Army men. 

The ceremony was attended by 
some 36 relatives representing six of 
tile Americans killed in the April 14 
shootdown. The relatives included 
parents, husbands, wives and children 
of the victims. 

The chairman of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff, Gen. John Shalikashvili, and 
Defense Secretary William Perry 
joined Clinton in expressing sorrow 
over the shooting. But they said sol- 
diers take great risks, and Perry 
promised lo conduct an investigation 
that will achieve “a full accountability 
of what happened.” 

"Their lives were suddenly taken 
from their beloved families and from 
our nation,’’ Clinton said. "It is our 
duty, first, lo continue the mission for 
which Utey gave their lives. Second, to 
find the aaswers which (the families) 
rightfully "seek. And, third, to pray 
together they will find the strength as 
the days go forward lo ease their grief 
and lean on their faith.’

Historians will determine 
how we remember Nixon 


He was the omnipresent figure, the man of 
so many incarnations thut the journalistic 
cliche of four different decades was "the new 
Nixon." And now that Richard Milhous 
Nixon has passed into history', the revisions 
of his reputution will no longer be deter- 
mined by his own contrivance but by the 
judgment of scholars. 

It pains me to say so, but he was for many 
of us the central political figure of our times. 
Meg Greenfield. The Washington Post’s edi- 
torial page editor, defined herself and many' 
others as being of “the Nixon generation, too 
young to remember a time when he was not 
on the political scene, too old to expect to 
see a time when lie is not.” And now that he 
has gone, many of us are experiencing a 
sense of loss we did not expect to feel. 

It always puzzled me how anyone could 
become a Nixon fan. He was more uncom- 
fortable in ordinary social situations — mak- 
ing small talk with people or swapping sto- 
ries - than any other politician 1 have ever 
known. On an agonizing evening in Billings. 
Mont., during the I960 campaign, he came 
to a cocktail party the hotel threw for the vis- 
iting press and put an instant damper on the 
festivities. 

He floundered through a scries of awk- 
ward attempts at humor, managing to embar- 
rass the flight attendants from the press plane 
by asking. ‘‘Arc you B-girls? You know, B 
for Billings." Then to fill the painful silence 
that followed that gaffe, he lapsed into a pro- 
traded and boring discourse on the vagaries 
of outdoor sound systems. Whcnhc excused 
httnself after a half-hour and went back up to 
his room, everyone heaved a sigh of relief. . 

Why anyone as ill-at-ease as Nixon would 
choose a career in politics is baffling. But 
that was only one of the many mysteries 
about him that most of us in the press never 
deciphered. The intelligence, the self-disci- 
pline, the dogged determination that brought 
him back from so many rejections, including 
the ultimate shame of a forced resignation 
from the presidency; the analytical skill, the 
tactical toughness, the occasional leaps of 
boldness, like the opening to China - all " 
these were evident. 

But they were so intermingled with his 
brooding suspicion of other people, especial- 
ly reporters and other politicians, the 
. strangeness of his personal relationships, his 
almost neurotic sense of self-pity, that the 
whole man seemed lessrthan his parts. 

Still, he was a larger than life figure, both 
in politics and government. No one since 
FDR occupied the center of the national _ 
stage longer than Nixon. He was on thcTbal- 
iot in every state five times between 1952 
nnd 1972. He was the focus of national atten- 
tion and controversy far’Iongcfihnn that; As ~~ 
a freshman House member in the fate 1940s, 

.. he helped stage the dramatic downfall of Al- 
ger Hiss, the most prominent New Dealer • 
charged with shoveling State Department se- 
crets to the Soviet Union. 

More than a quarter-century later, as presi- 



dent. he became the target of even more dra- 
matic congressional .hearings and judicial 
proceedings. W atergate_beca me a trial by 


fire for all three branches of ihc national 
government and for the fourth estate - the 
press - as well. As a reporter in the news- 
room of The Washington Post, when Nixon 
and his agents were doing their damndest to 
discredit the paper and cover up the crime, I 
found his actions unforgivable. For no rea- 
son except his'inability to own up to what 
had happened, he subjected the American 
people to almost two years of unnecessary 
turmoil and division. He caused long-term 
damage to the bond of trust between the gov- 
ernment and the citizenry without which 
democracy cannot survive.’ 

That weighs heavily on the balance sheet 
against the genuine accomplishments, do- 
mestic and foreign, of his years as president 
and vice president. Despite the demagoguery 
of his early campaigns, he was on many oc- 
casions a positive force within the Republi- 
can Party and within government. But the 
failings of his character led the real heroes of 
his party - men like Barry Goldwater - to 
denounce him. 

Whcn-he accepted the presidential pardon 
. that cost the honorable man who was his 
successor, Gerald Ford, his chance at being 
. elected president, I thought Nixon might 
have the decency to live out his life in priva- 
cy. But of course he wanted yet another 
comeback — and achieved it, with the help of 
the same short-memory press and public he 
had duped before. 

But I have to say, in retrospect, that the 
damage Richard Nixon did to public trust 
and to political institutions was just one in a 
succession of blows this Republic has suf- 
fered in recent years., Since Dwight Risen- 

hower, we have endured a series of presi- 
dents whose tnisjudgments or character de- 
fects are easily catalogued. The historians • 
will have to decide why this has been an era 
of seriously flawed presidential leadership. 
And when they understand that, perhaps they 
con explain the contradictions in the man 
who died Friday, the man who struggled so 
hard to gain the presidency, only to be re- 
membered for the ignominious manner in 
which he left it. 

Almost 32 years after the man embittered 
by defeat in the California gubernatorial race 
announced that he was holding his “last 

prassTonfercnce^' Richard "Nixon has spo 

ken his final words. But he leaves so many 
questions unanswered - about himself and 
his country.

Manage magpiej)opulation 

A recent article, in “Idaho Wildlife" by 
Randy Gazda and Jack Conncly, caught our 
attention. The article is a result of a study con- 
ducted near American Falls which blames low 
duek nest survival rates on magpies. The arti- 
cle recommends removal of Russian olive 
trees to sec if magpie predation would lessen. 

The trees are not the issue; it is the misman- 
agement of the magpies that needs to be ad- 
dressed. We propose that the state of Idaho de- 
velop a magpie management system that 
would control the number of-magpics while 
preserving our ever-dwindling tree population. 

It seems obvious that the trees arc not the 
problem; however, the overpopulation of the 
magpie is. Sure, the trees facilitate magpie 
populations by giving them a place to nest and 
launch their persistent attnek on duck nests. 

It docs not take a novice outdoor person to 
notice the sheer numbers of these tenacious, 
wise and lethal predators increasing, while we 
sec a decline in other life. The protection of 
these birds by law needs to be lifted. The ben- 
efits would be more songbirds, pheasants and, 
of course, ducks. There is a role for magpies; 
however, due to their shear numbers they dis- 
turbnaturc's balance. 

In past years, farmers and ranchers paid a 
nominal fee to youngsters for the collection of 
magpie eggs. This practice benefited sports- • 
men, ranchers and our youth. It seems odd that 
a state would protect this particular bird from 
an abortion process, while at the same time, 
we as humans would find it cons^ionablc to 
abort a human life. ’ 

We love Ihc outdoors and all its creatures, 
including the magpie; however, wc need a bet- 
_tcr bniance of predntor/prey species. This

predator is allowed to flourish with no control 
while we destroy habitat (remove trees/brash- 
cs, etc.), overuse chemicals, change irrigatifi 
practices or hunt and fail to replenish game* 
bird population. It's no wonder that our more 
prized birds have declined. 

Some might argue that nature should take 
its own course and that, as in the case of 
pheasant, that they weren’t native anyway. 

This is an issue of management or lack of it. 
The time has come to use common sense: 

Don’t destroy trees. Manage this wily predator 
as we would manage big and small game pop- 
ulations, thus creating more balance and diver- 
sity.

Hospital treats patients shabbily 

1 am writing this letter in order to thank 
' Magic Valley Regional Medical Center for thc- 
truly shoddy treatment they gave my daughter, 
son-in-law and grandson on April 18 and 
April 20. 

On April 17, all three of them became vio- 
lently ill. At first, they thought they had been 
poisoned, so 1 called the Poison Control Cen- 
ter in Boise. A man there told me that their 
symptoms resembled food poisoning, rather 
than metallic or chemical poisoning. He 
strongly recommended I take them to the hos- 
pital and have complete blood counts and fe- 
ces samples taken. He said he was especially 
concerned about my year-old grandson, be- 
cause he could easily become dehydrated and 
die. 

So I took them to the emergency room, My 
daughter decided to go in for the entire family, 
in order to save money. 

The waiting room was full, so we had to 
wail a long time. When we got in, my daugh- 
ter and I repeatedly told the doctor what Poi- 
son Control said about blood and feces tests. 

He ignored us. told us it was a severe staph 
food poisoning, and prescribed narcotic-typc 
suppositories to control the nausea. My daugh- 
ter paid them S79.96 for the visit. 

On April 20, they were still feeling sick, and 
the baby had not kept any food down and very 
little liquid since Sunday. He cried the very 
few times he urinated and had not had a bowel 
movement the entire time. 

When wc returned to the hospital, wc went 
to the main entrance in order to try to l some 
lab work done. Wc were shuffled frorninfor- 
mation to the cashier to the admissions desk. 
The woman at admissions told us that all we 
had to do was go to the InbjmiLrcquest the — : — 


tests. We were told wc could not get the toils. 

By this time, my daughter was crying. We 
went back to the emergency room, where they 
weighed my grandson. By this time, he 
weighed less than he had when he was 9 
months old. The doctor told them he looked 
line and once more refused to cither treat tljem 
with antibiotics or run tests to identify what 
they had. For this, my daughter ami her family 
were once again charged S79.96. i

U.N. asks 
for Rwanda 
relief funds 

NAIROBI, Kenya (AP) — The 
United Nations appealed for money 
Monday to help Rwandans, even as 
the only two aid groups working in the 
country reduced their operations in 
‘despair over the ethnic slaughter. 

Troops of the Hutu-run government 
' and mainly Tutsi rebels exchanged 
more gunfire in the capital, Kigali, 
U.N. spokesman Abdul Kabia report- 
ed. Speaking by telephone from 
Kigali, he said the United Nations was 
getting "disturbing reports" of wide- 
spread fighting and new massacres in 
the countryside. 

■An estimated 100,000 people have 
been slain since a suspicious plane 
crash April 6 killed the presidents of 
Rwanda and Burundi, both Hutus_The 
deaths triggered new bloodletting 
between the majority Hutu and minor- 
ity Tutsi ethnic groups and reign tied 
Rwanda’s civil war after a nine-month 
truce. 

There have been fears the* fighting 
would spill over the border into 
Burundi, where tensions arc high over 
Hutu-Tulsi bloodshed last fall. The 
government said Monday that para- 
— troopers in-Bunindi’s-Tutsi-dominatcd — 
army failed in an attempt to oust the 
Hutu government Sunday. 

While conceding that no full-scale 
relief program would be possible in 
Rwanda while fighting contnues, U.N;

City negotiates for Graybill property

The City Council 'voted 4-1 Monday 
to sign a purchase agreement for the 
Graybill building and property at 725

Clow also 
said he did not think the council should 
have signed the agreement without 
Councilmen Chris Talkington and Tom 
Condi e - neither of whom was present 
for the vote. 

Plans for redeveloping Old Town 
Twin Falls call for Nye’s property and 
the surrounding land to become open 
space and a possible city sporting com- 
plex. 

The council also met Monday with 
two financiers of the four-county pro- 
ject to consolidate and enhance 911 dis- 
patching. 

Jim Wrigley of First Security Bank of 
Idaho and bond counsel Rick Skinner 
were asked by the council to explain 
the project’s financing - which two of 
the councilmen called into question. 

Clow and Talkington said they were 
amazed that the E9! I board had ap- 
proved a construction contract for a re- 
gional dispatch center last week, even 
though financing for the project had not 
been settled. 

The board’s actions have been “inap- 
propriate,” said Clow, who attended the 
board meeting last week. The board is 
made up of representatives from Twin 
Falls, Jerome, Lincoln and Gooding 
counties. 

CloW asked whether the project was 
clouded by the board’s acc eptance last 
week of a construction bid it hud reject- 
ed last month. 

“1 was quite surprised by the turn of 
events ... especially knowing that (the 
bid) bad been rejected at the prior meet- 
ing," he said. 

“We’re in lawycrland right now," 
said Councilman Howard Allen. “Until 
' we get these questions answered, we’re 
going to be in lawycrland.”

TWIN FALLS - The city is behind 
schedule on its project to install a new 
pipeline for the city’s drinking water, 
council members learned Monday. 

City Manager Tom Courtney said 
the city, might not be drawing its drink- 
ing water from the new pipeline in the 
Snake River Canyon by a June 1 feder- 
al deadline. 

“It’s all in the contractor’s hands," 
Courtney said. 

The contractor. Van Dyke Construc- 
tion of Montana, will need to move 
quickly to complete the project, said 
Jim Coleman of JUB Engineers. 

"We’re halfway done with the time, 
but I don’t think we’re halfway done 


with the project,” Coleman said Mon- 
day. “I know we’re not halfway done 
with it.” 

Coteman said Van Dyke Construc- 
tion has laid 60 percent of the pipeline. 
The remaining 40 percent of the 
pipeline, however, runs through rocky 
and rolling terrain, he said. 

The pipeline runs from the upper 
Blue Lakes down to the fifth hole of 
Blue Lakes Country Club, where it 
will connect with an existing under- 
ground line that will take the water 
across the Snake River to Twin Falls. 

Relocating the city's drinking water 
supply from Alpheus Creek to a spring 
cast of Blue Lakes is intended to meet 
treatment and disinfection require- 
ments of the federal Safe Water Drink- 
ing Act.

High court orders state to pay fees 


BOISE (AP) — - The Idaho 
Supreme Court Monday held that 
former Republican National Com* 
millccwoman Janet Miller's 
November 1991* lawsuit prompted 
the Legislature io enact an accept- 
able rcapportionment plan and she 
should recover the legal expenses 
she incurred. 

The court ruled 4-1 that the 
state should pay the estimated 
$12,000 in attorneys fees Miller 
incurred and that 4th District 
Judge Robert Newhousc did not 
abuse his discretion when he or- 
dered the state to 18 months ago. 

It is the second straight time the 
state has been forced to pay attor- 
neys fees for those who have chal- 
lenged legislative rcapportionment 
efforts. The last bill from the 1984 
rcapportionment fight totaled over 
S 100,000 by the time lawmakers 
finally agreed to pay it. 

Miller when to court in late 
1991 after there were indications 
that the Legislature would again 
be unable to come up with a new 
legislative district map to reflect 
population growth and shifts un- 
covered during the 1990 census. 

She asked that Newhousc pro- 
hibit the state front holding the 


1992 legislative elections under 
the then-existing map and set a 
deadline for the Legislature to 
conic up with a new map or face 
imposition of one by the court. 
Newhousc agreed lo begin consid- 
ering proposed rcapportionment 
plans on March 2. 

On Jan. 15, the Legislature set 
its own deadline of Jan. 31 for 
adoption of a new map — a dead- 
line it failed to meet. And three 
days after that failure Attorney 
General Larry EchoHawk filed a 
petition with Newhousc asking 
hint to impose a map. 

But finally on Feb. 28, the exist- 
ing legislative district map was 
approved, and Newhousc can- 
celled his hearing. 

Miller sought reimbursement 
for tier legal expenses on grounds 
that the issue she raised was ex- 
tremely important to every voter 
in the state and would not have 
been raised if she had not hired 
her own lawyer. 

Attorney General Larry 
EchoHawk disputed Miller’s 
claim that the issue would not 
have been raised otherwise, con- 
tending he would have sought ju- 
dicial assistance if the Legislature 


failed to act and in fact filed that 
request after the Jan. 31 deadline 
was missed. 

But Justice Linda Copple 
Trout, writing for the majority, 
called that an unsupported con- 
tention. 

"The self-imposed deadline of 
January 31, 1992, for reapportion- 
ing itself was in direct response to 
Miller's suit,” she wrote. "There 
was no concrete evidence ... to 
prove what the attorney general 
would have done had there been 
no lawsuit." 

Justice Cathy Silak was the lone 
dissenter. She contended the ma- 
jority, was just guessing when -it 
decided Miller's suit prompted ac- 
tion by the Legislature and that it 
was up to Miller to prove that 
EchoHawk would not have acted 
rather than EchoHawk having to 
prove he would. 

"Wc should not assume, or 
speculate, that the Legislature 
accomplished its legislative 
function as a result of fear that 
-the-court would take over the 
task, father than because the 
Legislature was simply able to 
do its job," Silak wrote in her 
brief dissent. 


Church protests anti-gay leader 


RENO. Nev. (AP) — The Ore- 
gon man behind Nevada's anti- 
gay petition drive became the tar- 
get of a protest during an appear- 
ance at a local church. 

A contingent of gay rights sup- 
porters walked out in protest after 
Lon Mahon's one-hour speech 
Friday night at the First Southern 
Baptist Church. 

The contingent comprised a ma- 
jority of the 110 people who 
showed up for the speech. 

“It says in the Bible that the 
lion shall lie down with the 
lamb. The lambs arc leaving this 
room,” said Eddie Anderson, a 
gay rights activist and radio talk 
show host. 

“Then leave," shouted a Mnbon 
supporter. 

Mabon heads the U.S. Citizens 
Alliance, which seeks to prohibit 
the legal recognition of homosex- 
uals. He tame to Reno to promote 


the Nevada chapter's anti-gay pe- 
tition drive. 

The group is trying to gather at 
least 51,339 signatures by June 21 
to pul the petition on the Novem- 
ber ballot. 

Earlier, Mabon propped his au- 
dience by citing an erosion of val- 
ues in (he country. He then spoke 
out against homosexuals' efforts 
to gain acceptance in mainstream 
America. 

"There has been a literal explo- 
sion in the last decade where you 
can't- turn on the TV anymore 
Without the homosexual agenda' 
being portrayed," he said. 

"The homosexual community, 
from my perspective, has come 
out of the bedroom and said, ‘Wc 
are going to force our agenda on 
the rest of society.’ 

"From a Christian perspective, 
to those who read and understand 
the word of God, clearly it’s a sin 


because God said so.” 

But some pro-gay members of 
the audience then stood and chal- 
lenged his remarks. 

"I hear you slandering gay peo- 
ple and it just goes by,” said one. 

“There arc people here on one 
side and people on the other," said 
another. “It’s getting very difficplt 
to hold our tongue." 

The Rev. Roy Cole of the 
Metropolitan Community Church 
of the Sierras urged his side to 
stay peaceful and asked Mabon to 
give the other side an estimated 
time when they could ask ques- 
tions. 

Mabon didn’t answer, but in- 
stead began quoting Bible verses 
for the benefit of anti-gay audi- 
ence members. . i 
When he finully stopped to take 
questions, the pro-gay group left 
in, protest while a few others 
shouted parting words.

"Most of what, people are talking 
about is 'Did you hear something 
good happened to X?”' he said. 

Yet. "in the public mind, gossip has 
a more negative meaning." Levin 
said. "It's associated with 'nasty, catty, 
slanderous, vicious, back-stabbing, 
insulting talk about others who are 
not around to defend themselves. 
Gossip is dirt that wc spread.” 

And spread it wc do. Why do folks 
.enjoy flapping lltcir. .tongues so 
much? 

"It’s a way of becoming the center 
of attention." Levin said. "That's one 
of the things that makes gossip so 
dangerous, potentially. People arc 
interested in hearing gossip, and if 
you've got some, you're valuable, 
even if it’s malicious gossip." 

Some would say especially if it is 
malicious. Often, negative gossip car- 
ries a moral or value judgment, and 
for the messenger of those scandalous 
nuggets, delivering the goods offers 
an ego boost. 

"If you can throw rocks at giants, it 
makes you feel a little better,” said 
Frederick Koenig, a social psycholo- 
gy professor at Tulanc University and 
author of "Rumor in the Marketplace: 
The Social Psychology of Commer- 
cial Hearsay.” 

"There arc a lot of people who get 
a certain amount of satisfaction (gos- 
siping) that Elizabeth Taylor is get- 
ting fat.” he said. Gossip. Hmrnmm. 
So what is it good for? 

Socialization, for starters. 


Tongues start wagging early on. 
Yep - kids gossip. 

"In terms of children's gossip, it 
helps them become adulls,” Pine said. 
“Children sometimes gossip about 
things above their age level - things 
they've learned from older siblings - 
and take pleasure in it. It allows kids to 
learn about adult behaviors.” 

As adults, we still gossip: only the 
reasons change. 

It "separates insiders from out- 
siders.” Levin said. “If you move into a 
new neighborhood, you know you're 
an outsider until such time that your 
neighbors will jdiarc secrets with you. 
Until then, you haven't made it yet. It’s 
a marker, used to establish a group 
identity." - 

For Gregory Burden, who owns Gre- 
gory' B's barbershop on west Church 
Street in Orlando, gossip provides an 
information pipeline to the community. 

"I do a little of all of it (good and had 
gossip). I keep ethics intact, but for the 
most part. I do gossip." he said, y 
. ' "It's for feedback. I know what's 
happening in my community, and it lets 
me know where I stand with the peo- 
ple. In order to run a business, you 
need to know, things like that. Every- 
body comes in and has a bit of informa- 
tion." 

On the job. forget the company 
newsletters - if you want the real 
scoop, plug into the grapevine. 

“If you take a new job and want to 
know What’s important listen to the 
water-cooler grapevine - that’s where 
the important stuff happens." Levin 
said. "You learn who to avoid, what it

"We make jokes wherever wc teach- 
ers go that we're a bunch of highly 
intelligent, educated people gossiping 
aixiut students." she said. "It's a way to 
blow off steam, and to pass around 
information." 

Of course, there's a fine line between 
being a bearer of news and being 
labeled a gossip. It's a line that too 
many often cross. 

"There's a rule of reciprocity.” Levin 
said. "You have to give and receive. If 
you're always giving, you’re labeled a 
gossip-monger." 

Now before you make that appoint- 
ment at Gossipers 'Anonymous, read 
on. 

“A little dirt doesn’t hurt." Levin 
said. In fact, gossip has become an 
indispensable uxil for evaluating public 
officials. 

"Over the past couple of decades 
Americans have become cynical about 
public figures." Levin said. "Americans 
don't trust the people at the lop. They 
use gossip as a way of making a judg- 
ment. That's the political use of it.” 

"I don't think it's much of an exag- 
geration to argue that gossip, despite 
it's shortcomings, is essential to 
democracy." 

Incidentally, not even negative gos- 
sip is all bad. Consider the last presi- 
dential election. 

"Just look at Clinton, Why was he 
elected? I say. in pari because people 
gossiped about him.” Levin said. 
“Bush, by contrast, was boring, and the 
press turned the other way. Clinton 
came across as a real person.”

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
U.S, Supreme Court Monday 
refused to reinstate the death sen- 
ile ncc r pf. Albert Ray Beam in the 
1984 rape and murder of a 1 3 -year- 
old Nampa girl. 

Without comment, "the court left 
in tael a federal, appellate decision

Beam's past sexual history was used 
in imposing the death sentence on 
Beam for the slaying of Mondi 
Jeaninc Lenten, making the sentence 
unconstitutional. 

The high court ruling cleared the 
way for 3rd, 'District Judge Gerald 
Weston to go ahead with the resen- 
tencing hearing, tentatively sched- 
uled for May 10. 

“I can't imagine we wouldn ’t seek 


County Prosecutor David Young 
said on being informed of the high 
court ruling. 

Beam, 41, and Shawn Scroggins, 
29, were convicted of raping Lenten 
. and cutting her throat before drown- 
ing her in an irrigation canal. Both 
were. initially sentenced to death by 


U.S. District judge in Boise. 

Scroggins death sentence, howev- 
er, was voided by the state Supreme 
Court on grounds that he was not the 
one who actually killed Lenten. 
Lodge refused to rcscntcncc 
Scroggins to anything hut death so 
the case was transferred to another 
judge. Scroggins is now serving an 
indeterminate life sentence. -

UI leaders

MOSCOW (AP) — University of 
Idaho President Elisabeth Zinscr and 
Board of Education President Roy 
Mosman arc at odds over the tens of 
thousands of dollars the school spent to 
recruit a new chief academic officers. 

An investment is what Ziascr calls the 
$48,000 in state tax money spent on a 
national search for a successor to retiring 
Provost Thomas Bell which included the 
use of an executive search company 
commonly called a headhunter. 

John Yost was hired last week to 
replace Bell. The job’s original salary of 
$102,000 a year was cut back to $99,500 
because of what Zinscr called public 
opposition to high-paid administrators. 

By using a headhunter to find some- 
one who would accept those salary 
conditions, she said, “wc probably 
saved ourselves about $10, (XX) and got 
a great deal of value out of it." 

But Mosman called the expense a 
waste of cash, 

"I don’t think wc should have 
embarked on a national search,” the 
Moscow attorney said. He contended a 
greater effort should have been made 
lo promote a current University faculty 
member of administrator as was done 
when both Bell and Financial Vice 
> President Jerry Wallace were hired for 
their jobs. 

Mosman is not sure, however, 
whether he will ask the state board lo 
consider limits on budgets for future 
administrative searches. 

The budget thill resulted in Yost’s 
hiring involved nearly $28,000 to hire

Man kicked 
out of church 
for letters 

FAIRFAX, Va. (AP) — A man said 
he was only trying “to tell the truth 
about the gospel of Jesus Christ” when 
he wrote letter; to newspapers that led 
to his excommunication from the 
Mormon Church. 

Michael J.. Barrett, of Fairfax, 
ignored repeated church demands to 
stop writing letters to newspapers 
across the country. Local leaders of The 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day 
Saints removed him from the church on 
Sunday. 

“For If) years, I watched the churclt 
get more oppressive and make an effort 
to conceal doctrine and history," he told 
The Washington Post. 

’ Three years ago he felt compelled to . 
start writing letters to the editor "to tell 
the truth about the gospel of Jesus 
Christ.” 

His letters have been published in a 
half-dozen American newspapers, 
including The New York Times, the 
Los Angeles Times, USA Today, The 
Washington Post and The Salt Lake 
Tribune. 

Barrett, 48, a former Mormon mis- 
sionary und Sunday school teacher, 
called himself "a believing Mormon 
who happens to be a history buff.” He 
said the church has wrongly concealed 
its history of attitudes toward black 
people, its policy on polygamy and 
what h e_calledjnurs miide-by-some-of — 
its prophets. 

The letter "that really iced the cake,” 
he said, was published in The Post two 
weeks ago, after a warning from local 
. Mormon leaders that he would be disci- 
plined for disobedience if he continued' 
to publicize his sentiments. • 

The seven-paragraph letter said the 
Mormon founder and prophet, Joseph 
F. Smith, had once "testified falsely 
before Congress" that the religion no 
longer authorized "plural marriages." 

Barrett received a letter six days later 
from the president of the church's 
Oakton "stake,” the 4, 400-mcmbcr 
northern Virginia region that stretches 
from the Capital Beltway to West 
Virginia. 

In the letter. T. LaMar Sleight sum- _ 
moned Barrett to a disciplinary hearing. 

Barrett said after the hearing on 
Sunday that Sleight and his predecessor 
• accused him of disobeying their orders 
to halt his letters. 

Sleight said the case involved an 
ecclesiastical matter and that church 
rules forbid himjo disclose its details. 

Hc said Barrett wnsMiscTpIihcd 
because of "open and public opposition 
to church leaders. His writings were not 
an issue.”

World Bank plans 
loans for Russia 


Russia with more ill. 
in financial assistance in the next 
two months as the West tries U> 
holster the hand of economic re 1 
formers; tlie head of the'lcndlnp 
institution said Monday. 

Lewis Preston said the World 
Bank had several loans awaiting 
final approval by the agency’s 
hoard of directors ranging front 
aid to Russia's commercial hank- 
ing system to support for the 
country's energy sect or. 

While noting that Russia'Itas' 
failed to meet earlier economic 
programs to stabilize its econo- 
my, Preston said he believed the 
latest effort had a better, chance 
of succeeding, in part because of 
the commitment of Russian Prime 

MiimLcj-VikiULUhemomydiJn. 

"I think we .all anticipated this 
was going to be stop-go," Preston 


told reporters. *' Wliat "y'ou liavi 
got now-fir a prime minister who 
is committed to reform and I 
think he has a better working re- 
lationshin wit h the (Parliament) 
than some of his predecessor gov- 
ernments," 

World Bank officials said that 
currently the agency, the biggest 
supplier of loans to developing 
ntrics, intended to first bring 
before its hoard on May 19 a 
$200 .million loan to provide 
technical support to 20 Russian 
commercial banks.. 

Other loans awaiting board ap- 
proval in the next two months in- 
clude a second $600 million loan 
to modernize Russia’s oil and gas 
industry and two loans totaling 
about S325 million to support the 
country's agricultural sector. Bar- 
ber this year, the World Bank an- 
nounced approval of a $300 mil- 
lion highway improvement loan 
for Russia. 

Preston's comments followed 
approval last week by the Interna- 
tional Monetary Fund's executive 
board of a long-delayed SI. 5 bil- 
lion loan to bolster Russia's re- 
form efforts. 

Both the IMF and the World 
Bank arc expected to provide the 
bulk of Western assistance to 
Russia as it struggles to transform 


chest industrial 
countries — the United States, 
Japan, Germany, Britain, France, 
Capada and Italy — added their 
own support for Russia following 
a meeting Sunday with Russian 
Deputy Prime Minister Alexander 
Shokhin and Acting Finance Min- 
ister Sergei Dubinin. 

Shokhin told reporters on Mon- 
day that he hopes to begin negoti- 
ations with Western governments 
in May on' dr ays to provide, debt 
relief for Russitt along the lines 
envisioned by the IMF when it 
gave approval to Russia’s new 
economic program.

Bentscn said that creditor coun- 
tries must quickly work toward a 
realistic debt rescheduling agree- 
ment with Russia. 

British Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer Kenneth Clarke told the 
IMF that “the key to lasting 
progress is the establishment of a 
market system on the ground. 
That means privatization deregu- 
lation, liberalization and far- 
reaching legal and institutional 
reform.” 


Lockheed joins others 
who won’t hire smokers 


MARIETTA. Ga.(AP) — 
Smoking has become an even 
more expensive habit — it might 
cost you a job. 

Lockheed Aeronautical Sys- 
tems Co. has joined a small 
group of companies that will not 
hire cigarette smokers. 

"Smokers cost more on a long- 
term basis," said Doug Oliver, a 
spokesman for the Marietta sub- 
sidiary^of Lockheed Corp. "This 
will help cut our' health care 
costs and make us more competi- 
tive.” 

He cited a study that found 77 
percent of Lockheed’s cmploy- 
cccs who arc cardiac patients 
were smokers. 

The policy, effective in July, 
also bans smoking in all build- 
ings at Lockheed Aeronautical, 
which employs about 10,000 
people in Marietta.
